That  is  the  task  which  Southern  Bap 
ti^ts  have  set  before  themscives  lor  the 
month  of  April  for  foreign  missions. 
The  Convention  instructed  the  Board  to 
lay  out  its  work 'on  the  basis  of  $,">.'{8,000. 
The  Board  has  felt  that  it  must  go  to  the 
limit  set  by  the  Convention  in  making 
its  appropriations.  Even  then  many  im- 
portant needs  had  to  be  left  unsupplied. 
I p to  the  last  day  of  March  only  $221," 
087  had  been  received  in  Richmond. 
This  leaves  over  $10,000  for  each  day  in 
April  to  be  raised. 

This  is  n tremendous  task,  but  we  have 
a mighty  people  and  they  an  Omnipotent 
Bod  upon  whose  power  they  can  rely.  la 
his  name  it  must  be  done.  The  results  of 
failure  would  be  disastrous.  The  Board 
would  be  handicapped  and  embarrassed 
in  all  its  plans.  Xo  new  missionaries 
could  be.  selit  out  and  the  great  offer  of 
assistance  in  putting  more  adequate 
forces  on  the  fields  would  go  by  default. 
All  our  missionaries  would  In*  comi>elled 
to  continue  to  bear  Unreasonable  bur- 
dens. A fine  company  of  well  equipj>ed 

• volunteers  whom  God  has  called  to  go 
would  have  to  wait  in  bitter  disappoint 
mcnt.  Millions  to  whom  we  could  carry 
the  light  of  life  woyld  be  left  in  the  dark- 
ness. Hell  would  rejoice  and  heaven 
would  weep  over  our  failure; 

Xow  think  of  what  would  follow  if  we 
succeed  in  this  great  task.  A shout  of 
triumph  would  go  up  from  all  over  the 
world  and  heaven  would  join  in  our  joy. 
All  our  lonely  toilers  in  heathendom 
would  take  fresh  courage,  feeling  tlmt 
the  hearts  of  the  people  at  home  are  with 
them.  A goodly  number  of  noble  young 
men  would  begin  making  their  arrange- 
ments to  go  to  the  front.  And  Southern 
Baptists  could  stand  before  God  with  the 
consciousness  that  we  have  been  faithful 
1,1  a duty  which  his  providence  has 
placed  upon  us. 

AVith  these  alternatives  before  us  we 
< cannot  for  one  moment  think  of  failure.

If  each  state  will  raise  the  full  amount 
of  its  apportionment  there  will  be  suffi- 
cient funds  to  pay  all  obligations  on  the 
Hoard,  because  the  appropriations  have

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Convention.  If  any  State  falls  -dmrt.  it 
will  in  all  probability  mean  just  that 
much  indebtedness  in  our  foreign  mis 
si(\ij  work,  for  the  reason  that  we  can 
scarcely  ho|>e  that  any  State  will  go 
muqh  Inpvond  its  apportionment.

I| 
is  wholly  a personal  relation,  a vital  uni 
ion  of  man  with  God  through  Jesuj 
Christ.  Tt  is  not  dependent  on  any  exterl 
nal  agency,  not  even  the  Bible.  Ther4 
were  Christians  of  the  noblest  type  hej 
fore  the  Newt  Testament  was  written 
Christianity  ih  not  tin-  religion  of  a bookl 
the  Bible  is  the  hook  of  Christianity,  f 


God  revealpd  himself  to  men  through 
prophets  andiapostles,  and  supremely  i| 
and  through  his  Son,  lie  revealed  himself 
in  the  experiences  of  human  life,  and  sif 
prenie.ly  iu  tlic  experiences  of  him  who 
is  the  "life  asj  well  as  the  light  ot  the 
world,  and  the  record  of  these  divine  rev- 
elations has  (been  graciously  and  provl 
dentially  preserved  for  us  in  the  Bibli 
Jesus  wrote  no  book.  He  was  in  himsejt 
God’s  perfect  revelation,  and  wrote  bin] 
self  in  the  hearts  of  his  disciples.  A few 
of  them  wrote  what  they  saw  and  heart! 
and  felt  in  his  presence,  and  how  li|< 
truth  began  (Jio  spiritual  conquest  of  tljp 
world.  Our  Bible  is  a human  nook.  L 
would  lie  of  little  value  to  us  if  it  wen- 
not,  for  we  arc  human.  It  did  not  coni*- 
down  from  heaven,  already  printed  anil 
hound.  Men  .wrote  it.  men  compiled  if, 
men  translated  it.  They  were  evidently 
men  of  great  literary  ability.  I hey  have 
produced  a literature  that  stands 
matched  among  the  masterpieces  of  tile 
world. 

But  the  Bible  is  far  more  than  meije 
literature;  eten  such  literature  as  tlje 
rich  gifts  of  such  men  as  Moses  Find  Pni$, 
David  nnd  John,  Isaiah  and  Luke,  could 
produce.  Tt  is  a human  book,  the  cream 
of  human  books,  hut  it  is  far  more  than 
that.  It  is  a divine  hook,  a book  of  di- 
vine revelation  to  men,  a hook  whole 
contents  and  influence  can  be  accounted 
for  only  on  the  hypothesis  that  it  is  a 
divine  hook,  a hook  written  by  men  in- 
spired of  God.  Men  wrote  it,  hut  tl  e 
Spirit  of  God  wrote  its  message  first  in 
the  hearts  and  lives  of  the  men.  It  is  a 
self-revelation  of  God,  of  his  love  arid 
grace,  of  his  purpose  of  redemption,  < i 
his  plan  of  wooing  and  winning  hack  oir 
prodigal  race  to  filial  fellowship  with 
himself.  It  is  such  a revelation  as  mrtn 
never  eould  have  eoneeived,  if  the  divine 


hand  ha«l  not  parted  the  veil  and  the  di 
vine  Spirit  lmd  n<rt  breathed  the  truth 
> into  his  soul.  It  is  God’s  book;  the  in 
j spired  record  of  divine  revelation;  the 
setting  forth  in  human  thought  and  lau 
gunge  of  the  vision  and  experience  of 
heavenly  truth  ami  grace  as  revealed  by 
the  Holy  Spirit 

Home  Mission  Receipts  Up  to  April  1. 

(Victor  1.  Masters,  Ed.  Secy.) 

'The  receipts  of  the  Home  Board  up  to 
April  1st  this  year  have  been  $lU»;j'.H> 
against  $110,654  up  to  the  same  date  last 
year,  in  other  words,  the  present  re- 
ceipts are  $2,000  behind  the  receipts  to 
the  same  date  last  year. 

The  Board  is  greatly  distressed  at  this 
situation.  There  is  evidence  of  a decided 
increase  of  interest  on  the  part  ot  our 
people  iu  home  missions.  The  demand 
for  our  literature  was  never  so  great, 
,-jul  there  are  Other  evidences  of  a broad 
er  interest  iu  the  magnitude  of  home 
missions. 

Still,  iu  the  face  off  the  instructions  of 
the  Convention  to  increase  our  budget  to 
$343,500,  which  is  $50,000  more  than  was 
raised  for  home  missions  last  year,  we 
arc  within  thirty  day*  of  the  close  <>i  the 
fiscal  year,  and  more  than  $2,000  behind 
the  amount  raised  for  the  same  date 
last  year.  V 

During  the  mouth  of  April  last  year 
Southern  Baptists  raised  $171,341  for 
home  missions.  If  we  nre  this  year  to 
provide  for  the  actual  obligations  as 
'Burned  by  the  Home  Board  it  will  he  nec- 
essary to  raise  $226,400  in  this  Bairn*  p* 
riod,  an  increase  of  $55,060  over  the 
amount  raised  in  April  last  year. 

The  only  difficulty  in  doing  this  is  thtf 
difficulty  of  enlisting  to  this  end  a larger 
number  of  our  pastors  and  our  churches 
in  zealous,  prayerful  effort.  Our  South 
prn  Baptist  |*eople  could  raise  this  entire 
amount  in  a single  Sunday  if  we  could 
place  our  burden  u|K>n  their  hearts. 

Mississippi  Baptists  last  year  raised 
$22,062  for  home  missions.  In  the  month 
of  April  last  year  Mississippi  churches 
raised  $13,975.  This  year  the  State  lmd 
sent  up  to  the  Board  $9,986  on  the  fir-t 
of  April.  If  Mississippi  Baptists  are  to 
raise  their  apportionment  for  this  year 
it  will  lie  necessary  for  $16,014  to  l*c  sent 
in  within  thirty  days. 

We  must  have  some  large  gifts  from 
brethren  of  large  means  nnd  a great 
many  lilK*ral  gifts  from  many  of  moder- 
ate means.  These,  added  to  the  general 
collections,  which  we  l»eg  shall  Ik*  taken 
in  every  church,  should  raise  the  np 
’ portionment. 

We  beg  that  church  and  associational 
treasurers  will  not  delay  in  forwardin'/ 
their  home  mission  collections  to  the 
proper  official.  This  is  very  important. 
Our  books  close  on  tbe  30th  of  April. 
We  beg  that  State  and  associational 


vice  president*  w ill  urge  u|*on  the  |*as- 
tors  in  every  association  to  take  a sj«' 
cud  home  mission  collection.  >

What  shall  we  do  with  the  flour- 
ishing Italian  colony  of  Tontitown 
in  Arkansas?  Although  It  has  only 
been  a few  years  since  Austin  Carbln 
started  this  colony,  and  it  had  a hard 
struggle  for  years,  it  is  now  a model 
one. 

The  largest  Mexican  colony  In  the 
United  States,  about  14,000,  Is  In 
El  Paso.  There  are  atso  large  colo- 
nies In  Austin,  San  Antonio,  Corpus 
fhristl,  Brownsville  and  at  other 
places.  If  we  would  save  Mexico  we 
must  save  the  Mexicans  in  Texas. 
The  building  of  our  splendid  new 
house  of  worship  in  El  Paso  is  by 
far  the  most  Important  step  ever 
taken  by  the  Baptists  for  the  evan- 
gelization of  Mexico  as  well  as  for 
the  evangelization  of  the  Mexicans 
in  Texas,  New  Mexico,  Arizona  and 
California.  The  foreigners  who  came 
to  us  in  former  years  were  of  a high- 
er class  of  English  speaking  people. 
They  were  mostly  Protestants  and 
came  for  religious  advantages.  Now 
they  are  coming  from  all  partB  of  the 
earth;  and  are  a much  less  desirable 
class.  They  not  only  are  Catholics 
and  pagans,  but  they  do  not  even 
speak  our.  tongue.  Their  purposes 
are  not  religious,  but  mercenary. 
When  wo  think  that  one  of  seven  of 
our  population  is  foreign  born,  and 
taking  the  families  of  those  who  are 
foreign  born  it  makes  about  every 
third  person  of  the  United  States  a 
foreigner,  especially  in  the  North. 
What  influence  does  the  foreigner 
have?  Because  of  their  vast  number 
and  speech,  America  is  no  longer  an 
English  people.  Our  largest  cities  are 
being  dominated  by  them.  Only  live 
of  thirty-eight  of  our  largest  cities 
have  a majority  of  native  whites.  For 
exnmple.  New*  York  City  Is  the  great- 
est foreign  missionary  territory  ac- 
cording to  area  on  the  globe,  80  per 
cent. of  Its  population  being  foreign 
Chicago  Is  no  better,  with  90  per 
cent  foreign.  We  see  In  New  Yoyk 
and  Chicago  what  our  Southern  cities 
are  fast  becoming.  If  our  cities  con- 
trol our  country  and  foreigners  dom- 
inate the  cities  what  la  the  outlook 
or  future  hope  of  our  beloved  Amer- 
ica? I
